GIVE BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF WHAT HAPPENED: 

POLICE REPORT 

On Thursday, February 2 nd , 2012, at approximately 8:14pm, a uniformed member of the Metro Transit Police Department 
was on patrol in the area surrounding the 4900 block of East Capitol Street, Northeast, Washington, DC Upon approaching 
the intersection of East Capitol Street and Sycamore Street, NE, the uniformed member heard a female screaming for help. 
Upon further investigation, the uniformed member located a transgender female, identified as decedent JaParker Jones, 
lying unconscious on the sidewalk underneath a bus shelter located in the 4900 block of East Capitol Street, NE, 

Upon further examination, the uniformed member observed the handle of a knife protruding from the decedents head. The 
uniformed member immediately summoned the assistance of DC FEMS to the scene. Upon arrival, members of DC FEMS 
transported the decedent to the emergency room at Prince Georges County Hospital During an emergency medical 
procedure, a knife was removed from the decedents head and the decedent was placed on life support. On Friday, February 
3 rd , 2012, at approximately 2:35am, the decedent succumbed to his injury and was pronounced dead by Doctor Boyce of 
staff. 

On Friday, February 3 rd , 2012, Doctor Pamela Southall of the Maryland State Medical Examiner's Office conducted a post- 
mortem examination and autopsy on the decedent's remains. Upon conclusion of the procedure, Doctor Southall 
determined that the decedent sustained a fatal stab wound to the right side of the face that penetrated the skull. Doctor 
Southall ruled the cause of death to be from a stab wound. The manner of death was ruled a homicide. 

During the course of an investigation, members of the Metropolitan Police Department located and interviewed several 
witness. One such witness is hereinafter referred to as Witness #1. Witness #1 reported that on Thursday, February 2 nd , 
2012, IT and Witness #2 were stopped at the intersection of East Capitol Street and Sycamore Street, NE for a red light. 
During this time, Witness # 1 observed an unidentified male, hereinafter referred to as the suspect, strike the decedent who 
was sitting at the bus stop in the 4900 block of East Capitol Street, NE. Following the strike, Witness #1 observed the 
decedent collapse to the sidewalk and lay motionless. Witness #1 alerted Witness #2 to the assault and then approached the 
decedent to render aid. During this time, Witness #1 heard the suspect shout, "She was smoking weed 1 ' prior to fleeing on 
foot. Once at the decedent's side, Witness #l noticed that the decedent was suffering from an apparent stab wound to the 
head. Witness #1 reported that the suspect and decedent were the only individuals at the bus stop. ^ . 



Witness '#1 described the suspect as being a black male with a skinny or medium build, standing approximately 5' 11 in 
height, wearing a black jacket and a black and white knit hat. Additionally, Witness #1 reported that the suspect had "big 
eyes" as if he was under the influence. 

A second witness, hereinafter referred to as Witness #2, was interviewed and reported that on Thursday, February 2nd, 
2012, IT and Witness #1 were stopped at the intersection of East Capitol Street and Sycamore Street, NE for a red light. 
During this time, Witness #2 was alerted to an assault at the bus stop in the 4900 block of East Capitol Street, NE. Witness 
#2 turned towards the bus stop and observed the suspect standing over the decedent who was lying motionless on the 
ground. Witness #2 approached the suspect and confronted him about assaulting the decedent. Upon doing so, Witness #2 
observed the suspect drop a bag and run from the scene. Witness #2 gave pursuit and apprehended the suspect in the unit 
block of Sycamore Street, NE. During this time, Witness #2 heard Witness #1 screaming for help and turned his attention 
away from the suspect. Upon doing so, the suspect stood up and made good his escape. Witness #2 reported that the suspect 
and decedent were the only individuals at the bus stop- 
Witness #2 described the suspect as being a black male with a full beard, 30 to 40 years of age, weighing 150 to 160 
pounds, standing approximately 5' 9 to 6' in height, wearing a black jacket, a grey hooded shirt and blue jeans. 

A third witness, hereinafter referred to as Witness #3, was interviewed and reported that on Thursday, February 2 nd , 2012, 
IT walked to the bus stop in the 4900 block of East Capitol Street, NE and observed a transgender female and an 
unidentified black male sitting on a bench at the bus shelter. Upon reaching the bench, Witness #3 reported that the black 
male slid over and stated, "Sit down". Witness #3 reported that IT sat on the bench and observed the black male staring at 
the transgender female. Approximately 3 minutes after sitting down, Witness #3 left the bus shelter and walked away. 
Witness #3 reported that when IT walked away, the only people at the bus stop were the transgender female and the black 
male. 

Witness #3 described the unknown black male as having short hair, a goatee, a medium brown complexion, a medium 
build, approximately 30 years of age, approximately 6*0 in height, wearing a brown jacket with a hood. Additionally, 
Witness #3 reported that the unknown black male had "big eyes" as if he was under the influence. 

As the investigation progressed, members of the Metropolitan Police Department reviewed video surveillance footage from 
February 2 nd , 2012 that captured the events outlined by the witnesses. Specifically, at approximately 7:52pm, the decedent 
is observed sitting alone at the bus stop. At approximately 7:56pm, the suspect, who appears to be a black male with a 
prominent limp, is observed crossing the street and sitting down next to decedent on the bench. The suspect appears to be 
wearing an unknown colored jacket, a grey hooded shirt, tan pants, and white tennis shoes. At approximately 7:58pm, 
Witness #3 is observed sitting on the bench with the suspect and the decedent At approximately 8:01pm, Witness #3 is 
observed walking away. Simultaneously, the decedent is observed standing up and walking eastbound in the 4900 block of 
East Capitol Street, NE. As a result, the decedent walks out of the cameras view, Within seconds, the suspect is observed 
standing up and walking in the same direction as the decedent. As a result, the suspect walks out of the cameras view. 

Approximately four minutes later, the decedent is observed walking back to the bus shelter and sitting down on the bench. 
The suspect is observed following the decedent back to the bus shelter and sitting on the opposite end of the bench. 
Approximately eight minutes following their return, the suspect is observed standing up facing the decedent who remained 
sitting. The suspect is then observed striking the decedent one time in the head causing the decedent to collapse to the 
ground. The suspect is observed bending over and picking up what is believed to be the decedent's purse. Upon doing this, 
Witness #2 is observed confronting the suspect. The suspect is observed dropping the decedent's purse and running from 
the bus stop. Witness #2 is observed pursuing and apprehending the suspect However, Witness #2 became distracted for a 
moment at which time the suspect escaped. 

On Friday, February 3 rd , 2012, the Public Information Office for the Metropolitan Police Department released a portion of 
the surveillance video for public viewing in an effort to identify the suspect who was classified in the media as a "person of 
interest" in the investigation. 

The following day, members of the Metropolitan Police Department were contacted by Witness #4 who reported that while 
watching local news coverage of the crime, IT viewed the surveillance footage and recognized the "person of interest" to be 
an individual IT has seen on a daily or weekly basis for the past ten years. Specifically, Witness #4 reported that the 
"person of interest", is an individual who panhandles two blocks west of the crime scene near the intersection of East 
Capitol Street and Benning Road, NE. Witness #4 reported that IT recognized Gary Montgomery in the video based on 
physical description, clothing, and prominent limp. 



Shortly after being interviewed, Witness #4 observed the "person of interest" near the intersection of East Capitol Street 
and Benning Road, NE. Witness #4 immediately contacted law enforcement who responded to the scene and stopped Gary 
Montgomery, 12/16/1956, PDED# 368226. Witness #4 observed Gary Montgomery during the stop and identified him as 
"the person of interest" in the surveillance video. 

At the time of the stop, Gary Montgomery had a beard and was wearing a blue jacket, tan pants and white tennis shoes. 
Gary Montgomery was also carrying a brown jacket. Gary Montgomery stated that he had been wearing this clothing for 
the past four days. Additionally, Gary Montgomery matched the physical description of the suspect in the video and walked 
with a similar limp. 

Following an interview, Gary Montgomery was transported to his house which he identified 35^(44* Street, NE. Upon 
arrival, law enforcement determined that the residence was vacant and that Gary Montgomery was living in the basement 
which he accessed through a backdoor. 

On Tuesday, February 7 th , 2012, members of the Metropolitan Police Department were contacted by Witness #5 who 
reported that while watching local news coverage of the crime, IT viewed the surveillance footage and recognized the 
"person of interest" to be an individual IT has seen entering and exiting the rear of ^ 44' Street, NE on a daily basis for 
the past sixth months. 

Witness #5 was shown a photo array that contained a photograph of Gary Montgomery (PDIDtf 368226) and eight 
additional individuals. Upon viewing the array, Witness #5 identified Gary Montgomery as the "person of interest" in the 
surveillance video as well as the individual IT observes entering and exitingM44' Street, NE. Witness #5 reported that 
IT recognized Gary Montgomery in the video based on physical description, clothing, and prominent limp. 

On Thursday, February 9 X \ 2012, members of law enforcement re-established contact with Witness #3. During this time, 
Witness #3 was shown a photo array that contained a photograph of Gary Montgomery (PDID# 368226) and eight 
additional individuals. Upon viewing the array, Witness #3 pointed to the photograph of Gary Montgomery and stated, 
"Number 1 looks like him. The only thing different is the hair may be a little longer in the picture and the eyes were 
bigger". Witness #3 expounded on IT's description of the eyes being bigger by stating, "They were wide open because he 
was high". 

Based on the aforementioned facts and circumstances, the affiant submits that probable cause exist to believe that on 
Thursday February 2 nd 2012, Gary Montgomery, PDIDtf 368226, stabbed and killed decedent, JaParker Jones, at the bus 
stop in the 4900 block of East Capitol Street, Northeast, Washington, DC. The affiant therefore respectfully request that a 
DC Superior Court Arrest Warrant be issued for the arrest of Gary Montgomery.
